,14. A jewehy organizer for holding jewehy such as rings, earrings, drop 
earrmgs, watches, bracelets, necklaces, and other strands of jewehy, comprising: 

a first body having 

an upper surface and a lower surface, 

a knob protruding upwardly from the upper surface, 

at least one compartment formed in the upper surface of the body for 
receivmg jewehy, each compartment defined as an elongated channel, with the 
compartments formed in a substantially concentric pattern, and 

an outer rim around the periphery of the outermost compartment; and 
a second body having 

an upper surface and a lower surface, 

at least one compartment formed in the upper surface of the body for 
receivmg jewehy, each compartment defined as an elongated channel, with the 
compartments formed in a substantially concentric pattern, and
